John AuguatlBe 
Washington, from whom It passed to 
a son of the same name, and in 1858 
was purchased from him by the 
Mount Vernon Ladies' Association.

rallea from O. W. Lewis and others, 
tb* heirs of Mrs. Lawrenoe Lewis,' 
the adopted daughter of Washington, 
and the wife of his nephew, MaJ.

If hla acreage is large he moat em- 
ploy men, beatdes doiag a good day'a 
worh hlSMelf, aad his BMBsy doesn't 
come by the week,' nor the month, 

If he is 
without capital he must pay interest 
In the meantime for funds to run the 
business.

Be all thl8 as it may, a civilisation 
little Inferior to that of Kurope of 
the game date perlabed before Co- 
lambaa' time and lott only Ita atones 
to allow It had OTor boMi. 

An estmorainary thiat aboat tho 
carred alurs and ehafte whleh Ho 
s<>atterod thru the Jangle la that here 
and there, along with serpents and 
human faces and hlerdglypha yet un- 
read, there are OOMOlgOaliy tbo hosds 
of elephantg. 

One of the Oopan moaanenta In 
particular bears a striking picture. 
The creature's trunk is twined 
around gome. sort of low herb as if 
to pull It for food. The tusks are 
oonTenttaaaligod MIO a spiral. A 
maa'i bead appoara abOnt where it 
shonld be tf the man himgoif were 
Ht-atcd astride the neck, and further 
behind is another human figure gg 
If carried on the back. All, in short, 
carved in stone, is a good deal the 
sort of picture that one sees nowa- 
dayg in'naural btatory primer or 
dreng bUI. 

But there are no elcphanta ta 
AmtTiou. And there have not been 
any since the great loe Age, when 
! tho mammoth roamed what are now 
the pralMga and ovoa stiayod ag far 
soath aa Italoo. Btther, thoretore, 
thoee Central Amertoaag bad passed 
down for some RO.OOO years the tra- 
dition of the mammoth, or else they 
had hail some much more recent 
contact with the eastern continent, 
where elephaata gre still common. 

So tho aattar roatod aatU lately. 
Thea O. allot flmtth of tbo VMIyer- 
sity of Manebaotor^-aBsland, took tt 
up. 

Unlike his prinlecessors. Professor 
Smimth did not reet oontoat wltb not- 
ing that tbo gonlptor at C o p gn bad 
earrad aa elephant's head. Ha naked 
hi addition Just what kfiid e( ele- 
phant It was. 

Now, there are elephantg and ele- 
phantg. Most of them, tbo ACriean 
spodeo. for example, hare aitttrmoag 
tagkg and great oara. Bnt tbo olreog 
elophaat, whiA la tba Indian apo- 
cleg hag ears hardly larger thaa a 
circus fan and tusks only Just large 
enough to make one row of billiard 
Lalls. 

Flret of all. then, Profogaor Smith 
argaoo tbat tbo Ciopan flgnro la not 
an American mammoth aor tbo wool- 
ly elephant of Siberia, nor tho Afri- 
can sort nor eny other kind except 
the Indian. Shape of head, slxe of 
ear, hang of trank, all prore the old 
oarrlas to bo onr famUlnr 
oatlac QrloBd. MataoTor, otoga a 
rldea bto neek and anothoK bin haok 
he Ig a tame elephant, not a 'wUd 
one. 

Now the common or circus ele- 
phant, altho confined now In his 
wild atata to^ tbo aelghbafbood of 
India, oooarrod alao not lo Vary long 
ago In China. In fact, Tarioag old 
Chinese pottera of the time of the 
MIddlf Akos iistil to iloforate their 
I wares with I'igurea u( ulepbuuis or 
{with elephanta' heads. 

Furtbarmoro, U yon take the 
troablo to mn tbo t^ of iroar ton- 
gue alone )ha joot of yoiur mouth, 
you will feel there certain rough 
bars lying croa.swist'. Tho t'lcpliHiit 
haa thvse samu burs un the under 
Bide of his trunk where i vtry child 
has uotlead them when be throws 
poaanta Into tba eroatnro'g month. 
For tba olepbaat'a trunk la not. aa la 
commoaly suppoaad, hlg noge, bat 
his nose, upper lip and pulatu all 
pull out together. The under side 
of the trunk, therefore, being really 
tbo root of the mouth, wrrlog, ua- 
tarally, the roof ban.

In obort, arguog tho aMIaeologlst, 

the Central American sculptor was 
copying amnh-r mflii's (Igure of some- 
thing that ho had never seen and did 
not more than half comprehend. He 
made, in other worda, for the admir- 
atkm of hlg fallow ottloong, Jugt 
about what ha would bare awdo If 
ha bad somehow got bold of a eon- 
temporary Chlneee rase and eoplad 
the unknown creature from tbat.
